THE TEAM IN CHARGE 


Drawing on his military past, President Eisen- 
hower had built an administrative team of 
trusted associates to whom he could—and did 
—delegate an unprecedented amount of work. 
Last week that team stood uniquely prepared to 
operate the executive branch during the Presi- 
dent's convalescence. Here, in portraits by You- 
sul Karsh, are its key members. 

Heading the group is Vice President Nixon, 
already more thoroughly versed in the duties of 
the presidency than any vice president in his- 
tory. Two members of the White House staff 
play major roles. Sherman Adams, the tough, 
efficient former governor of New Hampshire,

has been Eisenhower's chief of staff, reporting 
to him, carrying out his orders.

Of the Cabinet members Dulles, Humphrey, 
Wilson and Brownell loom largest on the team, 
both because of the President's respect for 
them and because of the importance of their 
fields. As shapers of policy they wield much 
general influence on administration aims. If 
any one can be called the Cabinet's strong man 
it is Humphrey, because of the force of his 
personality and his close ties with Eisenhower.

Then, as the administrative 
team Eisenhower had built moved to carry on and good news came from 
Denver, the market quickly began climbing back up. 

The most lasting effect of the Eisenhower seizure would come in the 
political field, as both parties confronted a 1956 election in which Eisen- 
hower would almost certainly not be a candidate. Republican confidence 
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oozed away, perhaps unnecessarily (Editorial, p. 48). Democratic hearts 
leaped up. Though potential candidates on both sides refused to exploit 
the situation by identifying themselves as candidates, speculation on 
possible successors to Eisenhower became a national game. Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon was the best known, but there were many others, and eight 
are shown below as they went through their normal business last week.

On Saturday, Richard Nixon came home from 
a wedding, loosened his collar and settled down 
to read the Washington Star. His phone rang 
and Mrs. Nixon, upstairs reading to the chil- 
dren, called down that it was the White House 
switchboard. He took the call, then returned 
to sit on the edge of his easy chair, stunned by 
the news of the President's illness. 

Soon the Vice President's suddenly public 
private wire was jammed and he escaped to the 
nearby home of his old friend, Deputy Attor- 
ney General William Rogers. The two men, 
joined by Presidential Aide Wilton B. Per- 
sons, talked until 2:30 a.m. with constant in- 
terruptions as Nixon was called to a kitchen 
phone for latest reports from Denver, 

What they talked about was the danger to 
the Administration and the procedure Nixon 
should follow. He was certain to be damned if 
he did and equally damned if he didn't take 
steps to assure the continuity of government. 
When he drove home, he sleepily noticed that 
he was being guarded by an augmented force of 
Secret Service agents. 

Next day the official “team” began its work 
week. Presidential Assistant Sherman Adams 
arrived from Scotland. Dr. Paul Dudley White 
in Denver set the tone for “team” decisions by 
telling the press that, barring complications, 
Fisenhower could resume light duties in two 
weeks. The doctor thus allayed fears of a lead-

OME ADVICE FOR REPUBLICANS 


IN MEMORIAM, EMMETT TILL 


In Mississippi the murder of 14-year-old Em- 
mett Till still goes unpunished. It will be pun- 
ished, nevertheless, for there is a higher law 
than Mississippi's. 

Emmett Till was a child. One of the Scuth’s 
traditions is the religion of Jesus, who said: 
"But whoso shall offend one of these little ones 
which believe in me, it were better for him that 
a millstone were hanged about his neck, and 
that he were drowned in the depth of the sea.” 

Men can be forgiven for prejudice, as a sign 
of ignorance or imperfect understanding of 
their religion; no righteous man can condone 
a brutal murder. Those in Sumner, and else- 
where, who do condone it, are in far worse 
danger than Emmett Till ever was. He had 
only his life to lose, and many others have 
done that. including his soldier-father who was 
killed in France fighting for the American prop- 
osition that all men are equal. Those who con- 
done a deed so foul as this are in danger of 
losing their souls. 

The soul of Emmett Till himself was known 
but to few but it was a thing of value. It was 
fashioned on July 25, 1941 by the Lord God 
Almighty who placed on it this distinctive seal: 

This is My son, akin to all others, but unlike any 
one of them. Like each of My children he is unique, 
irreplaceable, immortal. [ hereby send him among 
other men, who are huis brothers. 

He went, and was slain. In the dark night of 
this deed his childish cries for mercy fell on 
deaf ears. But they were heard, nonetheless, 
and the Hearer made an entry, that night, be- 
neath certain names, writing once more: “Tt 
must needs be that offenses come, but woe to 
that man by whom the offense cometh.” 

Sleep well, Emmett Till; you will be avenged, 
You will also be remembered, as long as men 
have tongues to cry against evil, [tis true now 
as it was when Christ said it almost 2,000 years 
ago: “For there is nothing covered that shall 
not be revealed: neither hid that shall not be 
known. ... Whatsoever ye have spoken in 
darkness shall be heard in the light... . Be not 
afraid of them that kill the body... . Fear 
him, which after he hath killed hath power to 
cast into hell... . Are not five sparrows sold 
for two farthings, and not one of them is for- 
gotten before God? ... Fear not, therefore, ye 
are of more value than many sparrows.” 
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The President’s continuing improvement is 
universal cause for rejoicing. The steady, 
continuous management of the nation’s af- 
fairs in his absence—on the course he set 
and on the policies he determined—is a high 
tribute to the desirability and efhiciency of 
Eisenhower's team type of government. Un- 
like Franklin D. Roosevelt, who informed 
Vice President Truman about almost noth- 
ing, Eisenhower has trained all of his depu- 
ties to act without him, The only problem 
for them, until the President himself can 
again assume active command, is to main- 
tain the forward momentum of his program 
—as in such vital matters as freer world 
trade, foreign economic policy, highways 
and schools. 

Indeed, its performance in this emergency 
so far makes the Republican Administration 
look very good. The same can scarcely be 
said for the Republican party. [t was so little 
prepared for the nightmare of a ‘56 without 
Ike that when the actual prospect appeared 
Republican leaders got into as big a flap as a 
flock of turkeys in a diyiindeestann 

As good as they look in office, the leaders 
apparently did not look very good to them- 
selves as prospective candidates. Instead of 
eoing about their proper business of building 
a stronger party, some are still trying to per- 
suade themselves that Ike can run again 
despite his coronary—although obviously 
both his family and millions who love him 
will oppose it. So will that part of his own 
military tradition which requires an officer 
with impaired health to step aside. His own 
preference has always been to go back to 
Gettysburg when his first term ends. He 
now has a passport to it which no man 
may. honorably question. His own advice 
to the Republican party all along is now 
sounder than ever: “Never pin your flag 
so tightly to one mast that you... can- 
not rip it off and nail it to another,” 


Actually, this crisis may be a healthy 
thing for the Republicans if it forces them to 
da a ie they should have been doing. That 
is to develop leaders from the younger and 
bolder men in their own ranks and from the 
independents and ex-Democrats brought into 
their folds by Eisenhower. 

Even now the party is far from being de- 
yoid of presidential timber although there ts 
no one whom a hard-headed politician would 
bet on at this time as the winner. Polls show 
a preponderance of Democrats in the U.S., 
but they also show that if Chief Justice 
Warren (now 64) were still available he 
could match the vote-getting power of any 
leading Democrat. Vice President Richard 
Nixon does not poll nearly as well, but 
nobody knows how much better he, or 
any Republican of stature, would be as a 
vote-getter with the magic of Eisenhower's 
endorsement and personal stumping. Cer- 
tainly Nixon’s stock has risen by the quietly 


competent manner in which he has kept 
things moving since the crisis. 

Among the Republican governors, Arthur 
Langlie of Washington is of the progressive 
Warren stripe and Indiana’s Craig and [Ili- 
nois’ Stratton have possibilities of nation- 
al stature. Among ex-governors Sherman 
Adams has the unique experience of running 
the White House machinery. Among non- 
professionals there is Paul Hoffman, an in- 
dustrial statesman with great world prestige. 
Some also are mentioning the President's 
own brother, Milton, who had established 
himself as a thorough student of both poli- 
tics and government long before his non- 
political brother had entered either. In the 
Senate, with the exception of Bill Knowland, 
there is nobody who looks like a presidential 
candidate, but the Senate does have a solid 
core of loyal Eisenhower supporters—such 
as Case, Duff, Bush, Carlson, Cotton, Ives, 
Kuchel, Saltonstall, Alex Smith, Aiken and 
others—who can provide the “senior coun- 
cil” to ensure that the nominee is a gen- 
uine disciple of the Eisenhower brand of 
“dynamic conservatism.” For that matter, 
that label still applies to both Tom Dewey 
and Harold Stassen, who wore it through 
the years of Republican drought, 


All these men do have the ability and the 
opportunity to keep the party facing for- 
ward, to keep it moving, to make the Presi- 
dent’s own program a reality. By so doing 
they would attract the vigorous new leaders 
who will arise in a party that actually is 
doing something and going somewhere. 

Thus the Republicans, instead of going 
into a flap, ought to start counting their 
many tangible assets. The unbeatable com- 
bination it had been relying on was “Tke, 
Peace and Prosperity.” Losing Ike as a can- 
didate does not mean losing him as a leader. 
As the party’s elder statesman he can lend 
tremendous weight to a candidate or a pro- 
gram. And there is no reason why he cannot 
continue, even out of office, to exercise the 
world’s moral leadership for peace which has 
been so uniquely his own, 

As for prosperity, the Republicans can 
scarcely kill that between now and November 
1956. On the contrary, the boom is stronger 
than ever, the stock market quickly recov- 
ered from its initial panic. Young Henry 
Ford has shown his confidence in a pros- 
perous future by announcing a new 3500 
million expansion and Eddie Rickenbacker 
by a $350 million investment in new planes. 

But in order to win the Republicans have 
got to be a party. They can no longer 
afford the luxury of dissension, disunion 
and secret sabotage of the President's pro- 
eram. In order to succeed Eisenhower the 
party must now prove worthy of him. It 
must develop a unity and a responsibility 
at least as good as the Democrats’— and that 
has been pretty good, indeed.

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PROWESS OF ANIMALS, 
LEAPING AND RACING 


Charts based on scientific findings measure longest jumps and top speeds 


The creatures of earth have been racing and 
leaping for food and for their lives for many 
millions of years and have evolved remarkable 
physical machinery for locomotion in their 
various spheres of land, air and water. On 
these and the next two pages the lengths they 
can jump and the speeds they can reach are 
compared in scientifically prepared charts. 
The drawings above and at left chart the 
jumping abilities of animals, each a champion 
in its own size class. The charts are marked at 
left with a height seale in inches and feet and 
across the bottom with a distance scale. The 


~ leap of each animal is marked by a curve la- 


beled with its name, which represents both its 
highest and longest jumps. No distance is 
measured for the dolphin and salmon, which 
leap almost vertically out of the water. No 
height is measured for the spider monkey, 


which leaps horizontally from limb to limb. 

Good jumpers have powerfully developed 
hind legs. In nature, animals like the impala 
and the horse, the two greatest leapers, jump 
to evade their enemies or, like the predatory 
puma, to pounce on prey. 

For its size, the insect is the most powerful 
jumper, the champion flea bounding 200 times 
the length of its own body. The rectangle at 
lower left of the animal chart shows relative 
size of the insect chart below it. Man, who has 
survived by exercising his wits instead of his 
muscles, is able with training to place up in 
the middle of the pack even though his body 
is not built for great agility or speed. Here man 
is represented by Jesse Owens, holder of the 
world’s broad-jump record. 

The race charted on the next two pages shows 
the speed limits (either observed or estimated) 


of creatures in the three elements. The slowest 
are the fish, who must be heavy and muscular 
to speed through the dense water. The fastest 
runner on land is the cheetah, whose long 
body and doglike legs give it great speed but lit- 
tle staying power. The gazelle’s short body and 
long legs give it the endurance to outrun a 
cheetah if not caught early in the chase. For 
safety, the tortoise relies on its shell which 
both protects it and slows it down. The men 
compared with racing animals on the next pages 
are record holders, Swimmer Dick Cleveland 
and Runner Mel Patton. 

To become the fastest creatures under the 
sun, birds have evolved light skeletons with 
hollow bones and a hot (105°), efficient inter- 
nal system. The peregrine falcon, which sci- 
entists believe can sustain nearly LOO mph on 
the level, has probably hit 180 mph in dives.

FROM PALOS 
COLUMBUS SAILED 
TO AMERICA 


Few Americans know the name of the village 
at right and fewer still have ever seen it, vel 
it is the birthplace of the New World. In the 
loth Century it was a thriving port town ot 
skilled seafarers and shipbuilders. During 10 
warm spring and summer weeks of 1492 it 
bustled with the preparations ol a new fleet 
and buzzed with speculation about a daringly 
ambitious voyage into unknown realms. On 
\ug. 3 it swelled in solemn prayer during the 
fleet's last hour in port. 

Then, from Palos de la Frontera, nine miles 
from the Atlantic Ocean near the confluence of 
the Tinto and Odiel Rivers in southwest Spain, 
Christopher Columbus and his Santa Merin. 
Pinta and Nina set sail on the most momentous 
sea voyage in all history. Thirty-two weeks 
alter he left, Columbus anchored again before 
a proudly rejoicing Palos, his first epochal ex- 
ploration of the New World done. 

How Palos came to be the “Port of Destiny if 
is told by a modern student of the Colum- 
bus story, Kent Cooper, on a following page. 
Today, however, Palos is no longer a port. The 
Tinto has receded and farmland separates the 
town from water. [ts 2,600 people, who include 
the last descendants of Columbus’ crewmen, 
are tillers of the soil. But in and around Palos, 
the Spanish landmarks of the seafaring epic 
still exist, and at the head of the waterway 
which Columbus took to westward seas there 
is a landmark gratefully given by America: a 
114-foot-high statue of its deathless discoverer.

HOW PALOS BECAME 
THE HISTORIC PORT 


by KENT COOPER 


Kent Cooper, one of the great figures of modern American journal- 
ism, was born in Columbus, Ind. As a very young boy, he asked 
his father how his town got its name and first heard the story of 
Christopher Columbus. The story has fascinated Cooper all his life 
and has resulted finally in his forthcoming book which bears the 
name he gave Palos, Port of Destiny. Doing research, Cooper visited 
Palos in 1954 to reconstruct on the spot what happened there in 1492. 


Why was Palos chosen, over such bigger and better known ports as 
Cadiz and Seville, to be the home port of Columbus’ great voyage? 

Certainly the choice was sentimentally fitting. Palos was the first 
town in Spain that Columbus ever saw. He came there by ship from 
Lisbon in 1485, after losing hope of getting Portuguese backing for 
his great enterprise, and almost from the day of his arrival he found 
support in Palos. The monks of nearby La Rabida decisively advanced 
his cause, encouraged to do so by the learned laymen of the Palos 
area. Insofar as he had a say in the selection of his port, Columbus 
must have favored Palos. 

There were some good practical reasons too, The people of Palos 
had a high degree of maritime skill, developed during several decades 
of trading trips along the African Guinea coast. Her shipowners com- 
manded a number of swift and seaworthy caravels, the little three- 
masters with their broad bows and high, narrow poops that sailed 
smartly on either the high seas or in coastal waters. Moreover, in the 
Palos folk there was an adventurous spirit, essential for any assault 
on the unknown, 

If these considerations were weighty, Ferdinand and Isabella had 
a reason of their own. Among their orders for the outfitting of 
Columbus’ fleet was a letter which was read from the pulpit of St. 
George's Church on May 23, 1492 and which told Palos’ citizens: “Know 
ye that whereas for certain things done... by you to our disservice 
you were condemned and obligated by our Council to provide us for 
a twelvemonth with two equipped caravels at your own proper charge 
and expense...’ Palos had somehow offended their sovereign majes- 
ties and therein Ferdinand and Isabella saw their opportunity to make 
Columbus’ voyage much less costly to the royal exchequer. The court 
would pay for Santa Maria and all the crews’ wages, but Palos would 
be fined the costs of Pinta and Nina. That settled the matter! 

However they may have resented the royal penalty, the people of 
Palos bore it manfully. They got the two caravels ready in 10 weeks, 
while Columbus oversaw their work and himself readied his flagship, 
the Santa Maria, Martin Alonso Pinzon of Palos commanded the Pinta, 
his younger brother Vicente Yanez Pinzén the Nifia. Most of the crews 
for all three ships came from the Palos country and acquitted them- 
selves well. 

Before daylight on that historic August day the bells in the steeple 
of St. George's Church rang out just as they do today, calling the 
sailors to their last worship on shore. Finally the three ships hoisted 
sail, weighed their anchors and started for the sea. On Oct. 12 Colum- 
bus and his men stepped ashore in a vast New World and established 
the little town of Palos that had sent them forth as the Portof Destiny,

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CLUES TO A PRINCESS’S CHOICE

CANNOT imagine anything more wonderful,” said Princess Mar- 

garet once, “than to be who [ am.” That is one indication of her 
state of mind as she got ready to make the most important decision in 
her life: whether or not to marry Group Captain Peter Townsend. 

The pressure on Margaret to make up her mind had grown greater 
and greater since her 25th birthday last August, and last week the 
time for the decision seemed close. Townsend was reported recent- 
ly to have come from Belgium to consult with court circles, and 
he himself hinted he would be in England part of October. Prime 
Minister Eden went up to Balmoral to talk to Queen Elizabeth— 

erhaps about the marriage. Margaret meanwhile remained decorous- 
fy. smilingly silent through the turmoil and tug of war which seemed 
to enlist all of Britain and occupied the front pages of British news- 
papers (above). 

When Margaret remarked that it was wonderful to be who she was, 
_she meant first and foremost that she enjoyed being a princess. She 
loves her family and respects the institution of monarchy. She also 
delights in both the splendor and duties that the life of a princess 
encompasses. Her gay escapades have almost always taken place in the 
height of luxury and in the most elegant of settings, and whenever 
she has tried to go a bit outside her restricted circle, she has soon 
found it uncomfortable. In doing her official duties Margaret likewise 
adheres to a rigid, royal pattern. To someone who suggested that she 
adopt a more down-to-earth approach in her harmless little speeches, 
she retorted, “What do you expect me to do? Get up and call out 
"hiya, folks’?”’ The standards and privileges of a princess are things 
that Margaret seemed determined to keep. 


How has this affected her feelings for the commoner, Peter 
Townsend? 

The British press at various times has singled out some 35 men as 
prospective husbands for Margaret. Twenty of them had titles and 
almost all of them were well off. Her most serious suitors were the 
Marquess of Blandford and the Earl! of Dalkeith, especially the latter. 
Both, sons of dukes, had the right setting and both had property and 
money. Her parents hoped Margaret would marry Dalkeith. But Mar- 
garet did not find him to be as clever as she. He likes farming and 
forestry better than anything else and Margaret is hardly an outdoor 
girl. She turned Dalkeith down.

We jostled and dodged each other as we tore in behind the 
Heinkel and every now and then there would be a is [over the 
intercom| of “Look out, for Christ's sake, you nearly hit me.’ [ can 
remember coming in with another Hurricane dangerously close 
above me. The ride? and fin of the Heinkel were wobbling and 
his whole fuselage was riddled. . . . Caesar and I flew in close to 
him, one on each side. and I could see the horrible mess in the 
rear cockpit. ... We told the boys not to fire any more because 
we saw that he was finished.” 

Off duty with that same Caesar (Caesar Hull, who was later 
killed) Townsend daneed La Cachita, a burlesqued combination of 
the rumba and the apache dance, in which the two men jumped 
over tables and chairs and threw each other around the room. 
La Cachita became so famous that Peter and Caesar produced an 
aerial version of it, shifting the positions of their aircraft and their 
lines of attack in rhythm with words chanted over the intercom. 


‘It just comes from inside him’ 


HE war brought Townsend out of his reserve and tendency to 
self. eaeenient. During a respite from combat he commented 
happily and effusively, “I can honestly say I have never had a bet- 
ter year in my life.” An RAF colleague eulogized Townsend as 
follows: “What a lesson one can learn from a person like that, 
watching the way he works with the men. He never needs to be an- 
ery or tiresome or even particularly firm. It just comes from in- 
side him... . He is the hero of the squadron to the ground staff.” 
Townsend has been officially credited with the destruction of 
at least 11 Nazi aireraft. He was wounded only once. Part of a can- 
non shell had to be taken from his left foot and his big toe ampu- 
tated. His gallant service won him the Distinguished Service Order 
and the Distinguished Flying Cross with Bar. 

When peace returned Townsend did not dwell in the past, as 
so many war heroes have done. His posting as equerry of honor 
to King George VI turned out to be just what he wanted, It gave 
him intimate participation in that intangible, undefinable some- 
thing, compounded of history, tradition ‘and the simple faith of 
millions, which gives the royal family a unique touch of magic. 
His sense of duty was now concentrated on service to the mon- 
archy. His perfectionism and code of casual behavior meant that 
his service was performed flawlessly and with no apparent effort.

“The great bond between Margaret and Townsend,” 
close observer has said, “is in their both wanting to do every- 
ing they undertake superlatively well, just for the sake of doing 
ings well.” 

Margaret was already in love with Townsend before her father 
ed and King George may have known it.

She was now not only determined to have the life of a princess. 
She was also determined to have the seemingly irreconcilable other 
thing she wanted, marriage with the divorced commoner Peter 
Townsend. This was a resolution of her situation that only as 
strong-willed a person as Margaret could have conceived—and did. 

Margaret did not convince her mother of the seriousness of her 
attachment to Townsend until after the coronation. Panic-stricken, 
Sir Alan Lascelles, then private secretary to the queen, consulted 
Churchill and then urged the queen to take Townsend off the list 
of those assigned to accompany Margaret on her Southern Rhode- 
sia tour. He was brusquely reassigned from Buckingham Palace to 
the British Embassy in Brussels, an exile which many critics felt 
was not sufficiently remote. 

The time between Townsend's dismissal from the Palace and 
Margaret’s 25th birthday did not, as the royal household hoped, 
lead to either forgetting the other. They saw each other only once, 
at an unrevealed place in Britain last summer. Townsend flew in 
from the Continent melodramatically disguised under the name of 


‘ “Mr. Carter,” but he was recognized by several people and the 


palace was fully aware of his visit. Otherwise Margaret and Town- 
send kept in touch by mail and telephone. 


Confidence and constancy 


LL the evidence is that Townsend became increasingly deter- 
AQ mined to go through with the marriage after he was exiled. He 
was sure of his own sincere feelings and had a growing confidence 
in the durability of Margaret's. Moreover, the flyer who had been 
the hero of his ground staff felt instinctively that he could get the 
mass of the British people on his side. As for Margaret, the royal 
family sent her on her tour of the Caribbean in early 1955 (LiFe, 
Feb. 21) “‘to get the girl’s mind off this business.” Margaret en- 
joyed the trip, fulfilled her duties impeccably but was never in 
danger of forgetting Townsend. 

However, Margaret was unwilling to hurt either her sister or the 
institution of royalty. Accordingly, no plans were laid until her 
25th birthday, for which occasion the photograph on the cover of 
this issue was taken. The delay served a double purpose. Under the 
Royal Marriage Act of 1772 Margaret at 25 could marry without the

sovereign’s consent, although the marriage would still be subject 
to parliamentary veto. Not only would Margaret gain greater free- 
dom but, more important, Elizabeth would be spared the painful 
necessity of disapproving her sister's wedding and thus creating a 
royal family crisis. 

This summer, as her 25th birthday came and went, Margaret’s 
determination to stick to Townsend began to appear unshakable, 
and the royal family. gathered at Balmoral Castle, discussed what 
arrangements should be made if Margaret persisted. Admiral Earl 
Mountbatten, as a worldly wise uncle, was called in for his advice. 
The problems were of two kinds, procedural and financial. 

Margaret would have to abdicate her rights of succession to the 
throne, it was thought. She had little objection to this, as her 
chances of attaining “the throne are now slight: Elizabeth and her 
children would all have to be killed in some unlikely catastrophe. 
If Elizabeth herself suddenly died, Margaret would not even become 
regent pending the coming of age of Prince Charles, because Eliza- 
heth after her coronation had the Regeney Act amended in favor of 
Philip. But the manner in which Margaret’ s abdication should be 
presented to Parliament caused long and dificult debate in the 
roval family. 

The financial problems were equally complex. Margaret is not 
well off by her own standards and is a churchmouse compared to 
Elizabeth. Her fortune probably does not exceed a quarter of a mil- 
lion pounds ($700,000) and her annual state income is 6,000 
pounds. A good solution from her point of view, some thought, 
would be permission to keep the 15,000 pounds annual income 
which Parliament, assuming she would wed suitably, has voted for 
her when she marries. In the final analysis, Margaret’s and Town- 
send’s future seemed to be largely dependent on the generosity 
that Queen Elizabeth might show them. 


The forces of opposition 


HESE discussions did not mean that the royal family was rec- 
onciled to the marriage. On the contrary, frenzied efforts were 
still being made to stop it. Strongest opposition came from the 
Duke of Edinburgh. Those least hostile were those who wanted 
Margaret’s happiness most—her mother and her sister—but now 
neither one of them gave the marriage the slightest approval. 
Outside the family, opposition was also strong. Powerful con- 
servative opinion condemned the proposed marriage as irresponsi- 
ble and insisted that it would endanger the stability of the British 
monarchy as the Duke of Windsor’s marriage to Wallis Warfield 
Simpson did in 1936. The Archbishop of Canterbury made it plain 
to Margaret that the church could not approve her marrying the 
divorced Townsend.

church practice of readmitting to communion, 
after a decent interval, people who have married 
innocent parties in a divorce suit (as ‘Townsend 
was) would apply to her.

The bulk of sentimental public opinion in Eng- 
land, on the other hand, was in favor of the 
match. The Daily Mirror. which has Britain’s big- 
gest daily circulation, polled its readers and found 
that 97% of them thought that Margaret should 
marry Townsend if that was what she wanted. The 
Daily Express, which has the next biggest daily 
circulation, editorialized: “ ... Great pressure 
has been brought to bear on [Margaret] to ensure 
that she makes the sort of marriage that would

please the Archbishop of Canterbury. But let the 
princess equally understand that the way she 
would best please the vast majority of ordinary 
folk would be to find happiness for herself by 
marrying precisely whom she chooses and when 
she pleases.”

An official govern- 
ment statement on the Margaret-Townsend ro- 
mance was prepared by Viscount Kilmuir, the 
Lord Chancellor.

Its contents, who 
would release it and when it would be released 
were closely guarded secrets. But one thing seemed 
clear: it would soon be known whether Margaret 
had succeeded in her bold attempt to make what 
she was more wonderful than it had ever been.

The President's ailment, coronary thrombosis, 


is the worst U.S. killer, deadlier than cancer 


The sudden collapse of the President last week 
focused shocked attention on its cause—coro- 
nary thrombosis, the biggest killer in the coun- 
try. Best known by the grimly familiar name 
of heart attack, coronary thrombosis takes the 
lives of 350,000 Americans every year—hall 
again as many as cancer, more than all auto 
accidents, more than the total U.S. deaths in 
action during World War IL. Its toll is made 
more tragic by the fact that it usually cuts 
down victims tin full maturity, during the most 
productive years of their lives. 

Unlike many other heart ailments such as 
rheumatic fever (p. 154), coronary thrombosis 
is nol a disease. It is an event caused by a dis- 
ease called atherosclerosis, a vicious form of 
arteriosclerosis, in which the coronary arteries 
(those which supply the heart muscles) be- 
come thickened and clogged with fatty depos- 
its (above). This clogging reduces the blood 
flow to the heart, bringing on an attack. Ather- 
osclerosis develops gradually and usually un- 
noticed. In the President's case the illness had 
never been suspected and it eluded detection 
during his Aug. | physical examination, eight 
weeks before his seizure, although it must have 
been present. 

How a classic attack of coronary thrombosis 
occurs is shown in the drawing on the right. 
Blood flowing through a diseased coronary is 
slowed to a trickle by the constricted vessel 
and begins to clot. Finally a single clot, called

the flow. The absence of blood in the affected 
region of the heart causes a crushing pain, 
marking the instant of the attack. And the

may be pushed to extraordinary exertion to 
maintain vital circulation. 

Although the mechanism of coronary throm- 
bosis is now understood, doctors do not know 
what causes atherosclerosis, its sinister pre- 
cursor, Until recently they thought it was a 
natural adjunct of old age. But today, with 
more younger men alllicted, they are search- 
ing for other explanations. 

Some experts, noting that it rarely oceurs 
in poorly fed populations like China's, believe 
that diet play sa large role. Since men are more 
prone to the disease than women, others think 
sex hormones may be a lactor. Its frequency 
among business executives suggests that it may 
result from pressures of modern civilization, 

Despite the my stery about the Origin ol the 
disease, scientists have made great progress in 
detecting it. in alley lating its ellects, in pre 
venting the onset of fatal complications and 
in bringing about a speed rehabilitation to 
normal life (pp. 158, 159), The success of 
their efforts can already be measured. Thirty 
years ago hall the diagnosed cases of coronary 
thrombosis were fatal in the first attack. Today 
80% survive it. often recovering fully enough 
to enjoy decades of active and productive life, 


HOW THE HEART LOOKS DURING AN ATTACK 


The human heart, two-and-a-half times lifesize 
in drawing at right, is shown in the throes of a 
typical attack of coronary thrombosis. A blood 
clot has just sealed off the anterior branch of 
the left coronary artery, one of two coronaries 
which nourish the heart (arteries are shown in

In the aftermath of an attack a damaged heart 
muscle undergoes successive stages of demoli- 
tion and repair, Like any flesh whose circula- 
tion has been cut off, the affected patch of heart 
muscle becomes swollen and gangrenous. White 
blood cells stream through the ruined tissues 
and carry away dead matter, Then, almost mirac- 
ulously, new blood vessels sprout from the 
sides of neighboring healthy arteries and spread 
into the borders of the affected area. Eventually 
special cells called fibroblasts cover the spot 
with scar tissue. 

During the first few hours after an attack 
the victim may be so weakened that he can- 
not safely be moved. This is why doctors tak- 
ing care of the President kept their patient 
quiet for 12 hours before taking him to the 
hospital. But several immediate steps can nev- 
ertheless be taken to relieve the effects of the 
attack. The victim is given sedatives and may 
be given drugs to prevent blood coagulation. 


AFTER FOUR DAYS 


The repair of the heart is now in full 
swing. While white cells clean up the 
dead tissue, healthy neighboring arteries 
enlarge with extra blood and send new 
shoots into the peripheral area, and scar 
tissue (shown in white) begins to form 
around the edges of the stricken spot. 
The patient can be propped up in bed for 
meals, but must remain as quiet as be- 
fore. The main electrocardiogram peak 
has shrunk more and is preceded by a 
sharp dip. A second, larger V-shaped val- 
ley has also developed in each impulse.

Once in the hospital he can be placed in an 
oxygen tent. Here his blood absorbs an extra 
supply of oxygen, so that his body's need 
for oxygen can be satisfied with a more slug- 
gish blood flow and consequently by a reduced 
effort of the damaged heart. 

Here, too, electrocardiograms are taken (left 
and bottom). These are the charted records 
of the electrical impulses given off by a beat- 
ing heart, which give doctors their most re- 
liable evidence that a heart attack has taken 
place. The patterns of peaks and valleys which 
change with each new stage of the heart's 
condition (below) reflect the victim’s progress 
toward recovery. 

During the first two weeks, when the healing 
has hardly begun and the heart wall is weakest, 
recovery depends on proper rest. After six 
weeks, when the weakened area is reinforced 
with scar tissue, he can indulge in restricted ac- 
tivity while his heart completes its own repair.

diseased coronary reopens. If this hap- 
pens, a small stream of blood may flow 
again into the peripheral area. Since his 
heart is now stronger, the patient is out 
of immediate danger and may even in- 
dulge in moderate activity. In the elec- 
trocardiogram picture the original peak 
has disappeared altogether and pattern is 
marked by a series of deep valleys reflect- 
ing the development of inert scar tissue.

THREE MONTHS LATER 


Heart has nearly healed; the scar has con- 
tracted, drawing the healthy heart mus- 
cle together around it. The scar tissue 
itself may actually be tougher than the 
surrounding healthy tissue, and heart fs 
now strong enough for ordinary activity. 
The patient is back on his feet but may 
have to watch his weight and avoid un- 
usual exertion for the rest of his life. 
The electrocardiogram begins to return to 
normal as the troughs appear shallower. 
Some irregularity in the pattern may re- 
main for years as evidence of the attack.

A MANY-PRONGED ATTACK 
ON HEART DISEASE 


Diseases of the coronaries, like the athero- 
eclerosis which led to the Presidents heart 
attack, is one of four basic kinds of heart ail- 
ment. Hypertension may cause the heart to 
enlarge as it struggles to keep up circulation, 
Rheumatic fever attacks the heart valves, Con- 
genital defects can take many forms, often as 


a hole between two heart chambers through 


which blood surges, short circuiling its Proper 


route through the body, 

Hypertensive, rheumatic and congenitalls 
defective hearts can usually be recognized in 
X-rays (above): But coronary disease never 
shows up in \-rays. This is one reason whv in 
the long history of heart research coronary 
thrombosis was not diagnosed until 1912. 

Much present-day research, supported by 
over S16 million annually, provided in part 
through the American Heart Association, is 
devoted to hinding some direct treatment for 
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atherosclerosis. To keep the blood flowing to 
the heart asbestos powder is sometimes used 
as an abrasive to open up constricted coro- 
naries, and healthy blood vessels have been 
transplanted Lr bypass them completely, 

One promising but still tenuous study con- 
cerns blood ingredients which have the latent 
power of dissolving blood clots. TH scientists 
could ever use them to break up clots in human 
coronaries quickly and safely, they could oreat- 
ly reduce the injurv suffered by the heart, 

But the greatest emphasis is on finding out 
the causes of the disease. Scientists have sue- 
ceeded in Inducing atherosclerosis in chickens 
and monkeys (right) by varving their feed; 
which supports the suspicions of many ex- 
perts, like presidential consultant Dr. Paul 
Dudley White (next page) that there may be a 
connection between such factors as improper 


diet. lack of exercise and coronary thrombosis.

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PRESIDENT’S SPECIALIST 
TOP MAN IN HIS FIELD 


As of this week, the most famous heart special- 
ist in the world is a wiry 69-year-old Bostonian 
named Paul Dudley White (inset below), who 
was called to Denver on Sept. 25 to examine 
the President, It is that single fact which has 
made his name well known to millions of lay- 
men. But among medical men, Dr. White has 
been an eminent figure for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. He is one of the first Americans to spe- 
cialize in cardiology, having begun in 1913; he 
was a pioneer in the use of the electrocardio- 
graph in the U.S.; he has long been an expert 
diagnostician: and as a professor in the Har- 
vard Medical School has influenced a genera- 
tion of doctors to follow the specialty. A past 
president of the American Heart Association, he 
has been the executive director of the Nation- 
al Advisory Heart Council for the seven years 
since it was organized, 

Each evening now, more or less promptly at 
10, Boston time, Dr. White receives a long- 
distance call, Denver, There- 
upon follows a conversation 
upon which the whole world 
would like to eavesdrop. On 
the evening of Sept. 29 the 
phone rang somewhat early. 
Dr. White picked it up at 
once. With not a single word 
omitted, here is what he said: 

Yes... yes, Colonel Pollock 
... Good... yes, sir... How 
long was he up? Yes... Do- 
ing what? Reaching for things? 
(chuckling) .. + Fes, Did you 
—you re still on some sedation 
to try to keep his spirits down? 

. Like a high-spirited horse? 
(chuckling again) ... Anybody 
read to him? ... Has he read 
any mail? , .. Oh, yes, sure. 
What did he have for lunch? 
nti Ate for supper? How many 
calories? ... He relished it, of course? ... You've 
got them to keep the fat down to 30%? . . . Total 
today 1,437 calories, 80 in Juices. Temperature 
98.8... Good, good. Blood pressure? Lungs clear 

. Good, good... . 

Dr, White has examined many eminent men, 
but has had only one previous experience, an 
indirect one, with a President's family in the 
White House. In the 1920s he was asked to 
examine John Calvin Coolidge, the President's 
aged father, who had several grim ailments and 
was on the point of death. ° “] ugaeeren he be 
hospitalized at once in Boston,” White 
now recalls, “but the old lt was hor- 
rified at the thought of spending a night out- 
side Vermont. So he went home—and before he 
left, he insisted on having back the bottle in 
which he had brought a specimen.” 

Dr. White has never been fond of publicity 
outside his profession and until recently had 
managed fairly well to escape it—except for 
two occasions. Some 30 years ago, on a ship 
bound for Europe, he found himself seated at 
the first officer's table with Cornelia Otis Skin- 
ner. They developed a pleasant, casual friend- 
ship which suddenly was turned into a doctor- 
patient relationship when she came down with 
a massive attack of measles. Appalled at the 
thought of spending some time in a quarantine 


station after the ship reached Europe, Miss 
Skinner persuaded Dr. White not to report the 
case. Accordingly he treated her secretly, and 
when the ship reached port he helped support 
her while she tottered, heavily veiled and burn- 
ing with fever, through health Inspection. Dr. 
White forgot the incident, but Miss Skinner 
did not. Many years later he was startled to 
find his own name in her best-seller, Qur Hearts 
Were Young and Gay. She had reported the 
whole affair in great detail in her book. 

Dr. White’s other brush with the nontech- 
nical press stemmed from an unusual piece of 
eardiological research. For many years he had 
been interested in the heart action of large 
mammals and in 1952 astonished laymen and 
medical men alike when he went after a whale. 
OW the coast of Alaska, White and some com- 
panions harpooned a 14-foot beluga whale. Two 
specially made harpoons, each carrying an elec- 
trocardiograph lead, were sunk into the ani- 
mal and a successful record- 
ing, which showed the pulse 
rate to be about 15 per min- 
ute, was made. However, it 
was not merely the pulse rate 
that interested him, but the 
electrical activity within large 
hearts. Dr. White believes 
that large human beings, with 
correspondingly large but 
normal hearts, are sometimes 
mistakenly diagnosed through 
electrocardiograms as suffer- 
ing from heart disease. His 
study may prove that big, 
large-hearted men are nomore 
diseased than little, small- 
hearted men, even though 
their electrocardiograms may 
appear different. 

Dr. White's whale research 
is not held in reverence every- 
where in the profession, but this is of small 
concern to him. He is a tough-minded Yankee 
with a zest and vitality that would be unusual 
ina man born in 1920, and is well-nigh inered- 
ible in a man born in 1886. When he feels that 
something should be said, he says it. In one 
of the early communiqués from Denver, for 
example, appeared the notation that the Presi- 
dent had had a good bowel movement, ". . . I 
insisted [it] be put in,”’ White says, “because 

.. the country will be very pleased. The coun- 
try is so bowel-minded. sete 

Dr. White's great interest is in preventive 
medicine, in eed into ways of life as re'at- 
ed to heart disease. He suspects that Americ ins 
have become far too soft, and that hard phys- 
ical work is not one of the causes of heart 
disease, (Dr. White cuts his own lawn and rides 
a bicycle.) “In 1940 [ suggested that a study 
be made comparing the ways of life of 1,000 
Vermont farmers and 1,000 New York bank- 
ers,” he says. “It’s too late now—the farmers 
are all mechanized and the bankers are cut- 
ling their own grass—but such studies can and 
must be made. When I was a young doctor, 
among the great killers were typhoid and infant 
dysentery. Today those diseases are practical- 
ly dead. Preventive medicine, epidemiological 
research, may do the same in heart disease.”

PREVENTION, RECOVERY 


One of the major goals of the battle against 
heart disease is to discover wavs ot prev enting 
it. Some businesses and organizations, without 
waiting for precise scientific solutions, have 
already displayed their concern with the prob- 
lem by making sure that their top executives 
get hear t-sparing relaxation. The Air Force, in 
its “common sense’ program, strongly urges 
its generals to take off an afternoon every week 
for exercise and in many cases has gone so far 
as to prescribe special low-calorie diets forti- 
fied with hormones. 

But possible future measures on a national 
scale await the outcome of a score of data- 
gathering projects. Some investigations, such 
as Dr. Ancel Keys’s study of 300 ‘businessmen 
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in Minneapolis, aim at finding out what char- 
acteristics make normal people prone to heart 
disease.

Within the past five years heart or- 
ganizations have set up 35 work classification 
units in the U.S. There hundreds of recovered 
patients are given physical examinations as 
they work to determine whether they are in 
good enough condition to continue steadily at 
their regular tasks. Studies so far indicate that 
eight out of 10 former sufferers who go back 
to work can safely return to their old jobs.

THE TRUMAN MEMOIRS: PART II 


F.D.R. HAND-PICKS 


Truman discloses for the first time the bewildering series of events 


In last week's instalment of his memoirs Harry Truman told of 
the political career that led up to his re-election to the Senate 
in 1940. Here he describes his subsequent rise to the vice presi- 
dency. He gives his own reflections on the role of the Vice 
President and the succession to the presidency. He also reports 
on the new crises that confronted him soon after his first days 
in the White House, which were covered in the first instalment. 


by HARRY S. TRUMAN 


HEN I was sworn in for the second time as senator on Jan. 3, 

1941, the country was preparing for war. We had suddenly 
realized that we were unprepared to face the dangers that con- 
fronted us and had begun a frantic attempt to remedy that situa- 
tion. It had become necessary to let enormous contracts for the 
expansion of airplane plants and for the construction of new ones. 
Clothing, supplies, munitions, battleships, airplanes and everything 
necessary for the defense program were being purchased at a rate 
never before dreamed of. 

[ was concerned about charges that the huge contracts and the 
immense purchases that resulted from these appropriations were 
being handled through favoritism. I saw cliques in labor and in 
capital, each greedy for gain, while small production plants by the 
hundreds were being kept inactive by big business. | gave a lot of 
thought to this situation and I decided to take a closer look 
at it. | got into my automobile and started out to make a little 


investigation on my own. I drove 30,000 miles and came back to 
Washington convinced that something needed to be done fast. 

I drafted a resolution calling for a special committee to investi- 
gate the national defense effort. As author of the resolution, I be- 
came chairman of the committee. The membership of the commit- 
tee was both nonsectional and bipartisan. | was determined that 
the committee was not going to be used for either a whitewash or 
a smear in any matter before it but was to be used to obtain facts 
and suggest remedies where necessary. 

The idea of the committee was to conduct the investigation of 
the defense effort simultaneously with the war program in order 
that mistakes could be remedied before irretrievable damage was 
done. We were interested in doing a surgeon's job to cure, not in 
performing an autopsy to find out why the patient died. 

The nature of the congressional investigating committee has suf- 
fered violence at the hands of some who have not understood or 
appreciated the scope and function of such a committee. Too often, 
in recent times, the committees have been used for publicity rather 
than for the original purposes intended. As chairman of the Special 
Committee to Investigate the National Defense Program, I made 
up my mind that tt was going to fulfill without fanfare the purpose 
for which it was created. 

Many congressional committees, in the past and in recent times, 
have been guilty of departing from their original purposes and jJu- 
risdictions. The most outstanding example of misdirected investi- 
gation occurred during the Civil War when the *‘Committee on 
the Conduct of the War” attempted to direct military operations in 
the field. It was this committee that was responsible for making

Pope Commanding General of the Army of the Potomac, which 
proved to be an unfortunate decision. Although it was said that, 
with Pope in command, the Army’s headquarters would be in the 
saddle, his appearance on the field was soon followed by the disaster 
of the Second Battle of Bull Run. Horace Greeley made the remark 
that the headquarters was in the saddle, to be sure, and that Pope 
had been sitting on his brains. 

Senators Brewster and Vandenberg tried, at times, to make an- 
other ‘‘Committee on the Conduct of the War” out of our com- 
mittee by attempting to bring the Congress into control of the 
operations of the military establishment, but we never permitted 
that to happen. 

The committee was responsible for savings not only in dollars 
and precious time, but in actual lives. We found for example that 
one manufacturer was turning out engines which were not In ac- 
cordance with specifications. These engines were endangering the 
lives of some of our student pilots. The committee condemned 400 
_of these plane engines. To be equally fair to the manufacturer and 
to the Army, I made no public announcement of the conditions 
which our investigator had found. What the committee did was to 
call in both the manufacturer and the Army and give them each a 
week or two within which to make their own investigation of the 
inspection procedures at the plant. Both reported that they found 
nothing wrong. 

A subcommittee of my group then went to inspect the plant and 
hold hearings. Before it had finished, it had heard scores of wit- 
nesses, who testified that defective parts and defective engines had 
passed inspection at the plant and had been turned over to the

Army. The Army conducted a second investigation on its own and 
finally agreed with the facts turned up by the subcommittee. This 
dangerous and dishonest practice was thus brought to an end. 

In all, the committee made recommendations resulting in the 
estimated saving of $15 billion dollars to the American taxpayer. 
This was accomplished at a cost of approximately $400,000, the 
amount of total appropriations granted for the committee’s work. 
Savings in efficiency, manhours and lives could not be calculated, 
of course, while the preventive influence wielded by the committee 
kept countless problems from ever developing. 

The committee had filed a total of 32 reports since its creation on 
March 1, 1941, and there had never been a dissent to any of these 
despite the fact that the committee had functioned through a major 
national election and was bipartisan in its membership. 

I remained its chairman until August of 1944, when I submitted 
the following letter to the president of the Senate: 

“| herewith submit my resignation as chairman and as a member 
of the Special Committee of the United States Senate Investigating 
the National Defense Program. 

‘It is one of the regrets of my lifetime that this had to be done. 
But frankly, under the present circumstances, [ am of the opinion 
that any statement, hearing or report for which | would be con- 
sidered responsible would be considered by many to have been 
motivated by political considerations. 

“Harry S. Truman” 

The explanation for this action was, of course, the fact that I 
had been nominated for the vice presidency of the United States. 

Early in 1944 some of my friends began to suggest to me that I 
become a candidate for Vice President. I had never entertained such 
an idea, and whenever the suggestion was made, I brushed it 
aside. | was doing the job | wanted to do; it was one that I liked, 
and I had no desire to interrupt my career in the Senate. 


A promise to Byrnes 


N July 1944, as I was about to leave my home in Independence 
} for the opening of the convention in Chicago, the telephone 
rang. It was Jimmy Byrnes calling from Washington. He told me 
that President Roosevelt had decided on him as the new nominee 
for Vice President, and he asked me if | would nominate him at 
the convention. I told him that | would be glad to do it if the 
President wanted him for a running mate. 

At the time Byrnes called, Henry Wallace was widely considered 
to be the leading candidate for the vice presidential nomination, 
and there was no doubt that he wanted very much to remain Vice 
President. Stull a favorite with President Roosevelt, Wallace also 
had the almost solid support of labor. His only real opposition was 
in the South, where he was looked upon by many as a dangerous 
radical. It was in the South that Byrnes expected to get his biggest 
push. Wallace, moreover, was not popular as Vice President either 
in the Senate or with the politicians who ran things in the party or- 
ganization. Therefore, when Byrnes called to tell me that Roosevelt 
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had decided to have him on his ticket for his fourth term, I took it 
for granted that all the details had been arranged. 

Before I left for Chicago, there was another call. It was Alben 
Barkley, the majority leader of the Senate, asking if I would nomi- 
nate him for Vice President at the convention. I told him that 
Byrnes had just called me with the same request and that | had 
already promised to place his name before the convention. 

When I arrived in Chicago, I had breakfast with Sidney Hillman, 
who was a power in the labor faction of the convention. I asked 
him if he would support Byrnes. He said he would not, that there 
were only two men besides Henry Wallace he would support. They 
were William O. Douglas, Justice of the Supreme Court, and 
Harry 8. Truman, U.S. senator from Missouri. I told him that I 
was not a candidate and that I had agreed to nominate Byrnes, 
because he told me the President wanted him. 

Then I had a meeting with Phil Murray, head of the C.1.0., and 
one with A. F. Whitney, head of the Railroad Trainmen. Both 
expressed themselves exactly as Sidney Hillman had. The next 
morning William Green, head of the A.F. of L., asked me to break- 
fast at the Palmer House. He told me that the A.F. of L. did not 
like Wallace and that they had decided to support me. | told him 
my position with Byrnes and repeated that I was not a candidate. 

While we were talking, Senators Tydings and George Radcliffe 
came over to our table and asked me to come to their table to 
meet the Maryland delegation 
to the convention. I went over, 
thinking perhaps I could drum 
up some support for Byrnes. 
Tydings introduced me, how- 
ever, as the Maryland candi- 
date for Vice President. All I 
could do was to explain my 
position and return to finish 
my conversation with Green. 

I reported all these conversa- 
tions to Byrnes in detail. Every 
time | gave him the informa- 
tion, Byrnes told me just to 
wait, that the President would 
straighten everybody out in 
plenty of time. 

On Tuesday evening of con- 
vention week, National Chair- 
man Bob Hannegan came to 
see me and told me unequivo- 
cally that President Roosevelt 
wanted me to run with him on 
the ticket. This astonished me 
greatly, but I was still not con- 
vinced. Even when Hannegan showed me a longhand note writ- 
ten on a scratch pad from the President’s desk which said, “*Bob, 
it's Truman. F.D.R.,” I still could not be sure that this was 
Roosevelt's intent, although | later learned that the handwriting 
in the note was the President's own. 

One thing that contributed to my confusion was my knowledge 
of a letter which the President had written earlier in which he stated 
that he would be satisfied with either Wallace or Douglas. He had 
also made a public statement to the effect that, if he were a dele- 
gate in the convention, he would personally vote for Wallace. 


F. D. R. gives the nod 


NOTHER fact, which I did not learn until some time later, was 
that the President had called a meeting, far in advance of the 
Democratic convention, to discuss with party leaders the selection 
of a running mate. It was at this meeting that Roosevelt told his 
conferees that he preferred Truman over Wallace, Douglas or 
Byrnes, and jotted down the note in longhand which Hannegan 
was to show me at the convention. At the same meeting, he had 
instructed Walker to notify Byrnes of the decision. I believe, there- 
fore, that Byrnes knew that the President had named me at the 
time he called me in Independence and asked me to nominate him 
at the convention.

Meanwhile, the Missouri delegation to the convention held its 
first meeting, and [ was named chairman. The first item of business 
to come up was a resolution endorsing me for Vice President. In 
my capacity as presiding officer, I ruled the resolution out of order 
because | was not a candidate. Then someone called me to the door 
to pass on the admittance of a visitor. While my attention was thus 
diverted, the vice chairman of the delegation, Sam Wear, put the 
motion to a question. | was unanimously endorsed by the Missouri 
delegation for the nomination to the vice presidency. 

In times gone by, the Missourians were always in a knockdown, 
drag-out fight over what they wanted to do at Democratic conven- 
tions. But this time there was no fight over the choice for either 
chairman or nominee. I[ did not understand it. 

On Thursday afternoon, the day before the Vice President was 
to be nominated, Hannegan called me from his room in the Black- 
stone Hotel and asked me to come to a meeting of the Democratic 
leaders. When I arrived there, they all began to put pressure on 
me to allow my name to be presented to the convention, but I 
continued to resist. 

Hannegan had put in a long-distance telephone call to the Pres- 
ident, who was in San Diego at the time. When the connection was 
made, I sat on one of the twin beds, and Hannegan, with the phone, 
sat on the other. Whenever Roosevelt used the telephone, he always 
talked in such a strong voice that it was necessary for the listener 
to hold the receiver away from 
his ear to avoid being deaf- 
ened, so I found it possible to 
hear both ends of the conver- 
sation. *‘Bob,”’ Roosevelt said, 
**have you got that fellow lined 
up yet?” 

“No,” Bob replied. “‘He ts 
the contrariest Missouri mule 
I've ever dealt with.” 

“Well, you tell him,” I heard 
the President say, “‘1f he wants 
to break up the Democratic 
party in the middle of a war, 
that’s his responsibility.” 

With that, he banged down 
the phone. 

I was completely stunned. I 
sat for a minute or two and 
then got up and began walking 
around the room. All the oth- 
ers were watching me and not 
saying a word. 

“Well,” I said finally, “‘if 
that is the situation, I'll have to 
say yes, but why the hell didn’t he tell me in the first place?” 

My first act was to go over to the Stevens Hotel and report to 
Byrnes the President’s conversation with Hannegan and my deci- 
sion to do what the President wanted. The following day, I was 
chosen by the convention as its nominee for the vice presidency 
of the United States. 

On Jan. 20, 1945, I stood on the south portico of the White 
House beside President Roosevelt for the third wartime inaugura- 
tion in the history of our nation. The first one had been Madison’s 
and the second one Lincoln’s. A crowd of several thousand had 
gathered on the White House lawn to witness the ceremony. 

As is the custom, I moved first to the front of the platform be- 
tween the national and the presidential flags to have Henry Wal- 
lace, the retiring Vice President, administer the oath of office to me.

TRUMAN ON VICE PRESIDENTS 
AND SUCCESSION TO THE PRESIDENCY 


T is a mighty leap from the vice presidency to the presidency 
when one is forced to make it without warning. Under the pres- 
ent system, a Vice President cannot equip himself to become Presi- 
dent merely by virtue of being second in rank. Ideally, he should be 
equipped for the presidency at the time he is elected as Vice Presi- 
dent. The voters, instead of considering a vice presidential candidate 
as a sort of appendage to the presidency, should select him as a 
spare Chief Executive. As such he should be kept fully informed of 
all the major business transacted by the President. 

John Tyler was the first Vice President to succeed to the presi- 
dency as the result of the death of the Chief Executive. Tyler’s 
brother was the father of my great-grandmother, and the whole 
Tyler family is mixed up with both sides of my father’s family. I 
never held a high opinion of John Tyler, although he did bring 
Texas into the Union. It was he who established the precedent that 
when a Vice President succeeds as Chief Executive, he becomes 
President in fact and not merely an Acting President. 

No Vice President is ever properly prepared to take over the presi- 
dency, because of the nature of our presidential, or executive, office, 
The President is the man who decides every major domestic policy, 
and he is the man who makes foreign policy and negotiates treaties. 
In doing these things, it would be very difficult for him to take the 
second man in the government—the Vice President—completely into 
his confidence. The President, by necessity, builds his own staff, and 
the Vice President remains an outsider, no matter how friendly the 
two may be. There are many reasons for this, but an important 
one is the fact that both the President and Vice President are, or 
should be, astute politicians, and neither can take the other com- 
pletely into his confidence. 

The Vice President, as president of the Senate, associates con- 
tinually with the most astute politicians in the country. The President 
cannot afford to have his confidential matters discussed in Senate 
cloakrooms. A leak from the White House to the senators is always 
worth a headline, and that is one of the reasons why it is very 
difficult for a President to take the Vice President completely into 
his confidence. 

Such a possible leak, every President realizes, need not be the 
result of an intentional act on the part of the Vice President. But an 
unintentional leak can be as harmful as an intentional one. 

My relations with Roosevelt were such that I considered myself 
his friend. My association with him was close and cordial and inter- 
esting, and there was no change when I became Vice President. 

Franklin D, Roosevelt renewed the practice of arranging for the 
Vice President to sit with him in the Cabinet. 

The presence of the Vice President at Cabinet meetings 1s nec- 
essarily an informal arrangement. Actually he attends such meet- 
ings only by invitation of the President. In my 82 days as Vice 
President, only a few Cabinet meetings were held, for the Presi- 
dent was abroad the greater part of the time or at Warm Springs, 
I attended when the meetings were called, but | soon learned that 
little of real importance was discussed, for Franklin Roosevelt

TYLER JOHNSON 


PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSORS who went to White House from vice 
presidency before Truman included his collateral ancestor John Tyler, 


usually had conferences with individual members of the Cabinet 
before and after the meetings and it was then that detailed discus- 
sions usually took place. 

I believe Roosevelt took a great deal of pleasure in getting one 
member of the Cabinet to argue against another, and in then hear- 
ing what they had to say. | watched him do it. He would beam 
when Ickes jumped on Hopkins, or Hopkins on Ickes. He some- 
times seemed amused when Morgenthau raised mischief with the 
Secretary of State on how he was handling things. 

The relationship between the President and the Vice President is 
complicated further by the fact that the Vice President is in between 
the legislative and the executive branches of the government with- 
out, in the last analysis, being responsible to either. The Vice Presi- 
dent cannot become completely acquainted with the policies of the 
President, while the senators, for their part, look on him as a pre- 
siding officer only, who is outside the pale as far as the senatorial 
club is concerned. 

The Vice President, on the other hand, may have considerable 
status as a party member. He is considered as the No, 2 man in the 
party setup, and this may—or may not—give him influence in the 
Senate. It depends upon the man. If the senators find him likeable, 
he has considerable influence, and this was true of Garner and 
Barkley, both of whom were outstanding Vice Presidents. If he 
is not liked, or is not familiar with politics or with the Senate 
approach to things, he ts left on the outside. Wallace, as an example, 
and for these reasons among others, had very little influence with 
the Senate. 

At all times the Vice President, in dealing with the Senate, must 
be a model of tact and forebearance. 

The tradition of vice presidential deference to the Senate arose 
primarily because of the fact that the Vice President himself actu- 
ally has very little power. He never engages in debate. As presiding 
officer, he may make rulings, but any of these can be appealed and 
overruled. He does not appoint the committees of the Senate, except 
special or select committees which are made on recommendations 
by leaders of each party. 


‘The man makes the office’ 


T has always been my feeling that this office, which is the second 
highest honor which can be bestowed by the American people, 
has great inherent and potential dignity that has been sadly neglect- 
ed. The opportunities afforded by the vice presidency, particularly 
as president of the Senate, do not come—they are there to be seized. 
The man who fills the office can choose to do little or he can do 
much. The Vice President’s influence on legislation depends on his 
personality and his ability, and especially the respect which he com- 
mands from the senators. Here is one instance in which it is the 
man who makes the office, not the office the man. 
Ordinarily a Vice President has four years to develop these 
opportunities. I had the office less than three months. 
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who succeeded W. H. Harrison in 1841. Only two, Roosevelt and Coo- 
lidse, lutier won election to presidency in their own right as Truman did.

MAMMA COMES 
TO WHITE HOUSE 


HE German surrender came only a little less than four 

weeks after I had taken the oath of office as President. On 
May 7, the night before V-E Day, we moved from Blair House 
to the White House. I got up early V-E Day and wrote a letter 
to Mamma and my sister Mary: ““I am sixty-one this morning, 
and I slept in the President’s room in the White House last night. 
They have finished the painting and have some of the furniture 
in place. I’m hoping it will all be ready for you by Friday. My 
expensive gold pen doesn’t work as well as it should. 

“This will be a historical day. At 9:00 o’clock this morning I 
must make a broadcast to the country announcing the German 
surrender. The papers were signed yesterday morning and hos- 
tilities will cease on all fronts at midnight tonight. Isn't that 
some birthday present? . 

**Have had one heck of a time with the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain. He, Stalin and the U.S. President made an agreement to 
release the news all at once from the three capitals at an hour

that would fit us all. We agreed on 9 a.m. Washington time 
which is 3 p.m. London and 4 p.m. Moscow time. 

**Mr. Churchill began calling me at daylight to know if we 
shouldn’t make an immediate release without considering the 
Russians. He was refused and then he kept pushing me to talk to 
Stalin. He finally had to stick to the agreed plan—but he was 
mad as a wet hen. 

“Things have moved at a terrific rate here since April 12. 
Never a day has gone by that some momentous decision didn’t 
have to be made. So far luck has been with me. I hope it keeps 
up. It can’t stay with me forever however and I hope when the 
mistake comes it won't be too great to remedy. 

‘**We are looking forward to a grand visit with you. | may not 
be able to come for you as planned but I’m sending the safest 
finest plane and all kinds of help so please don’t disappoint me. 

“Lots & lots of love to you both. Harry” 


N May 12, the 30-day period of mourning for President 

Roosevelt was over. We had moved to the White House 
from Blair House with very litthke commotion, except that Mar- 
garet’s piano had to be hoisted through a window of the second- 
floor living room. Our living quarters in the White House had 
been repainted. 

Had the pressure of events been less, | would have liked to 
go to Grandview, my mother’s home, for Mother's Day. I had 
planned to have my mother and sister visit us as early as they 
could after we were settled in the official residence of the Presi- 
dent. I now sent the presidential plane, the “‘Sacred Cow,” to 
bring them to Washington for Mother’s Day. This was Mamma’s 
first airplane trip. . The plane that brought her was the one that

took President Roosevelt to and from his transatlantic con- 
ferences. It had a specially built-in elevator to help lift him in 
and out of the plane. 

Mamma got a great kick out of the trip. The only thing she 
did not like was her experience with the elevator. When the 
plane landed and she was being taken down, the elevator stuck. 
It had to be pulled back to get her out. She turned to Lieut. 
Colonel Myers, the captain and pilot, and said, **] am going to 
tell Harry that this plane is no good and I could walk just as 
easily as I could ride.” 

By this time, a regular passenger stairway had been rolled 
up to the plane, and | escorted her down myself. When she saw 
all the reporters and photographers, she turned to me. 

*“Oh, fiddlesticks,” she said. ‘*‘Why didn’t you tell me there 
was going to be all this fuss, and [| wouldn’t have come.” 

My mother, who was an unreconstructed rebel, had come to 
Washington a little concerned about the bed she was going to 
sleep in, because my brother Vivian had told her several days 
before she left that the only room available for her at the White 
House was the Lincoln Room. Vivian told her she would have 
to sleep in the bed where Lincoln had slept. My mother said to 
Vivian, ‘‘You tell Harry if he puts me in the room with Lin- 
coln’s bed in it, I'll sleep on the floor.” 

Many years ago, when I first joined the National Guard, I 
went to the farm at Grandview in my new blue uniform. It was 
a beautiful uniform with red stripes down the pants legs and a 
red fourragére over the shoulder. My good old redhaired grand- 
ma, Harriet Louisa Young, looked me over and told me it was 
a ““pretty uniform,” but that was the first time a blue uniform 
had been in the house since the Civil War, and she said please 
not to come in it again. My mother felt the same way about the 
uniform, only she did not tell me not to wear it.

UT by the time we reached the White House she had been 
reassured. She was to sleep in the Rose Room (p. /66), one 
of the principal guest rooms. This is the room in which all the 
queens who had ever visited the White House had slept. But my 
mother took one look at the bed and started walking around 
the room. This was not for her. The bed was too high and too 
big, and the surroundings were too fussy, she said. Then she 
saw the adjoining room, a much smaller room, which was used 
by ladies-in-waiting to the queens who were guests at the White 
House. It was cozier and had a single bed in it. 

**This is where I’m going to sleep,” she decided, and that was 

her room throughout her stay. It was Mary who took the larger 
room. : 
Mamma made herself at home very quickly. She got along 
well with the household help. They fell in love with her and felt 
at ease with her. She never presumed on the position she had 
as my mother, and everyone liked her frankness. Mamma ex- 
plored all of the White House. The first day she fell down the 
stairway at the end of the hall in the East Wing. She was alone 
at the time, and she told no one about it. 

The following day—Sunday, May 13—was Mother’s Day, 
and we were to attend religious services in the chapel of the 
Naval Medical Center at Bethesda, Md. Mamma said that she 
did not feel quite up to going to the services, but I did not know 
at the time that she had had an accident. She kept this a secret 
for two weeks. 


Y mother never tried to give me any advice as President. 
She had a keen interest in politics, and she knew what 


was going on. As a matter of fact, she was a regular reader of 


the Congressional Record, and she kept up a correspondence 
with several senators. 

During her stay at the White House she was interested in 
everything that was going on. But she did not seem to feel that 
there was anything special about my being in the White House 
or about my being President. She thought it was just the nat- 
ural thing. It did not give her any ideas of grandeur. She was 
just the same Mamma she had always been.

REPLACING F.DR. 


T was inevitable that Roosevelt’s death would raise ques- 
tions about the working relationship between the heads of 
government of Great Britain, Russia and the United States. In 
a number of conferences and frequent meetings, a personal 
knowledge and estimate of each other had grown up between 
Roosevelt and Churchill and among Roosevelt, Churchill and 
Stalin. It was natural that a new relationship would have to be 
established by me and that I would have to meet with Churchill 
and Stalin. But it was impossible for such a meeting to take 
place while I was under an enormous burden of work involving 
so many critical decisions. At the same time I wanted to get 
word to Churchill and Stalin through a trusted representative 
of Roosevelt that there had been no change in the basic policies 
of the United States. 

On May 4 1 saw Hopkins again, for the first time since our 
return from Hyde Park and the graveside of President Roosevelt. 

While on the journey to and from Hyde Park, Hopkins and 
| had continued our talks about Russia. I suggested to Hopkins 
the possibility of his going on a personal mission for me to 
Stalin. I inquired about his health, asking whether he thought 
he would be strong enough to undertake the journey. Hopkins 
at that time said he would have to talk to his doctor. 

Now, as I shook hands with Hopkins, | saw that he was still 
a sick man. But Hopkins was a man of courage, and since I was 
disturbed at the trend of Russian developments, | presumed 
again to raise the subject of his undertaking a mission to Stalin. 

Hopkins said that he was prepared to go. 

| made it plain to Hopkins that in talking to Stalin he was free 
to use diplomatic language or a baseball bat if he thought that 
was the proper approach. | further instructed him to tell Stalin 
that | would be glad to see him personally and that I thought 
it was now his turn to come to the United States, as our Presi- 
dent had been to Russia. 

The following evening I saw Joseph E. Davies and told him 
I wanted him to go to London. 

Ambassador Davies held his private talks with Prime Minister 
Churchill from May 26 to May 29 at Chequers and at No. 10 
Downing Street. On May 27 | had a cable from Churchill raising 
a puzzling question. 

Churchill said that he was hoping | would soon be able to 
let him know the date “‘of the meeting of ‘the three.’*’ The 
Prime Minister said his talks with Davies were agreeable as he 
would report to me on his return. Then Churchill made the sur- 
prising statement that he would not be prepared to attend a 
meeting which was a continuation of a conference between my- 
self and Stalin and that “‘the three” should meet simultaneously 
and on equal terms. 

| had at no time proposed seeing Stalin alone at any separate 
conference. | had even rejected the idea of meeting Churchill 
alone, Churchill intimated through regular channels that he 
would like to see me before we had a meeting with Stalin. He 
considered coming over to Washington and the two of us going 


DELEGATING AUTHORITY BUT 


On V-E Day, May 8, 1945, Truman had what he calls *‘my first 
bad experience in the problem of delegating authority.” It had to 
do with the Lend-Lease program: “‘Leo Crowley, Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administrator, and Joseph C. Grew, Acting Secretary of 
State, came into my office after the Cabinet meeting on May 8 and 
said that they had an important order in connection with Lend- 
Lease which President Roosevelt had approved but not signed. It 
was an order authorizing the FEA and the State Department to 
cut back the volume of Lend-Lease when Germany surrendered. 
What they told me made good sense to me; with Germany out of 
the war, Lend-Lease should be reduced. They asked me to sign it. | 
reached for my pen, and without reading the document, I signed it. 

“The storm broke almost at once. Crowley interpreted the order 
literally and placed an embargo on all shipments to Russia and to

back together. In my judgment that would have been a serious 
mistake, at a time when we were trying to settle things with 
Stalin. Stalin was always fearful that the British and ourselves 
would gang up on him. We did not want that. We wanted 
world peace, and we needed the three powers working together 
to get it. 

On June 5 Davies came to report to me. He made his report 
orally—then submitted it in writing. 

Davies told the Prime Minister my position was that every 
agreement made by President Roosevelt would be scrupulously 
supported by me, and that if there were differences of opinion as 
to what these agreements were, I wanted them cleared up. 

‘*The President has reason to believe that the situation is the 
more serious because of Soviet suspicion that Britain and the 
U.S., along with the United Nations, are now ‘ganging up’ on 
them. Such suspicion in fact is unjustified, and ought to be dis- 
pelled. That requires the establishment of confidence in the good 
faith and reliability of the parties, which comes only through 
frank discussions and the opportunity to know and estimate 
each other. 

““Qn that score the President is at a disadvantage in contrast 
to that which the Prime Minister and Marshal Stalin enjoy. The 
Prime Minister and Mr. Eden both have had the benefit of fre- 
quent contacts and friendly association with Marshal Stalin 
and Commissar Molotov. It is the President’s desire, therefore, 
in view of the responsibility which he must assume, to have a 
similar opportunity to know the Marshal and to have Marshal 
Stalin come to know him.... 

‘“The President therefore,” explained Davies, “‘desires an op- 
portunity to meet the Marshal before the scheduled forthcoming

other European nations, even to the extent of having some of the 
ships turned around and brought back to American ports for un- 
loading. The British were hardest hit but the Russians interpreted 
the move as especially aimed at them. Other European govern- 
ments complained about being cut off too abruptly. The result 
was that I rescinded the order. 

““T think Crowley and Grew taught me the lesson early in my 
administration—that | must always know what is in the docu- 
ments I sign. That experience brought home to me not only that I 
had to know exactly where I was going, but also that I had to know 
that my basic policies were being carried out. If | had read the 
order, as I should have, the incident would not have occurred. 
This was my first experience with the problem of delegating au- 
thority but retaining responsibility.”

I took immediate steps to clear this point up with Churchill, 
advising him of my intent to discuss no business with either him 
or Stalin separately. 

Hopkins and Harriman saw Stalin and Molotov on May 26. 
Hopkins reported that Stalin was as anxious to meet with 
Churchill and me as we were to meet with him. A number of 
important conferences followed and talks continued until June 7. 

Hopkins informed me that Stalin told him he would meet me 
at any time [ wished and that there would be adequate quarters 
for such a meeting in the suburbs of Berlin. 

In reply, I instructed Hopkins to inform Stalin that [ per- 
ceived no objection to meeting in the Berlin area, and that about 
the 15th of July appeared to be a practicable date for me. I so

informed Churchill, who, in reply, pleaded for mid-June. At 
last the three of us agreed that the date would be July 15, and 
the place Babelsberg, a suburb of Berlin. 

Before Hopkins left for Moscow, [ had impressed upon him 
| the need for getting as early a date as possible on Russia’s entry 
| into the war against Japan. Hopkins had been with Roosevelt 

at Yalta and knew of Russia’s commitment there to move against 
Japan after the war in Europe was ended. On May 28 Hopkins 
and Harriman got from Stalin a very important declaration 
which Hopkins cabled me. 

“The Soviet Army will be properly deployed on the Man- 
churian positions by August 8. Stalin repeated the statement he 
made at Yalta that the Russian people must have a good reason 
for going to war and that depended on the willingness of China 
to agree to the Yalta proposals. 

“Stalin made categorical statement that he would do every- 
thing he could to promote unification of China under the lead- 
ership of Chiang Kai-shek. He further stated that this leader- 
ship should continue after the war because no one else was 
strong enough. He specifically stated no Communist leader was 
strong enough to unify China. He proposes to back the Gen- 
eralissimo in spite of the reservations he expressed about him.” 

I was reassured to learn from Hopkins that Stalin had con- 
firmed the understanding reached at Yalta about. Russia’s entry 
into the war against Japan. Our military experts had estimated 
that an invasion of Japan would cost at least 500,000 American 
casualties even if the Japanese forces then in Asia were held on 
the Chinese mainland. Russian entry into the war against Japan 
was highly important to us.

ME AT ANY HOUR 


_ AY first act as President of the United States had been to 
M reaffirm the American desire for a world organization to 
keep the peace. I hoped that some day we could build an inter- 
national organization that would eventually work on the same 
basis as the union of the United States. 

Before the American delegation left for the U.N. Charter 
Conference in San Francisco, I conferred with them. We did 
not want to run the risk of another League of Nations tragedy, 
with the United States standing in isolation. I instructed Secre- 
tary of State Stettinius to consult Senators Connally and Van- 
denberg on every move he made in order to get full agreement. 
If he could not get those men to go along, he was to call me at 
any hour, and because of this arrangement all important mat- 
ters were referred to me. 

| always kept in mind the evolution of our Constitution. It 
took many years to make our Constitution work. It would take 
years for an international organization to work. It would try 
the souls of many a statesman. But I always considered states- 
men to be more expendable than soldiers. 

It had been agreed at Yalta that the United States, Britain, 
Russia, China and France would draw up a new trusteeship 
system to replace the mandate system of the League of Nations. 
But no specific territories to be placed under trusteeships were 
to be discussed at San Francisco. Because of the importance of 
certain strategic areas in the Pacific to our future security a 
question had arisen as to the wisdom of discussing the subject 
at all at this time. 

My attitude was always that while it was necessary for us to 
control certain islands in the Pacific until peace was established, 
these territories should not be closed to the rest of the world. I 
believed we should set up civil governments as soon as possible 
to replace the military governments. 

I wanted to see the brave Filipinos back on their feet and 
thriving as citizens of a free and successful republic. There was 
some opposition to taking up the question of Philippine inde- 
pendence at this time. Special interests were heard from. Even 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes had strongly opposed early inde- 
pendence. He exhibited the same violent opposition with me as 
he did with Roosevelt, to whom he had written that if independ- 
ence were granted at an early date, he wanted to be relieved of 
all responsibility for the Philippines. 

I rejected Ickes’ capricious position, and I was determined to 
set up the machinery to expedite Philippine independence. 


‘What a two months!" 


ITH events crowding and work piling up upon me, I had 
not been able to write Mamma since her visit to the White 
House. But on June 13, before breakfast, I wrote: ‘‘Dear Mamma 
& Mary:—It is just two months last night since I took the oath of 
office—and what a two months! The next two years can’t hold 
any more. I don’t dare think of facing the next two months let 
alone two years. I have to take things as they come and make 
every decision on the basis of the facts as I have them and then go 
on from there; then forget that one and take the next... . 
‘*Your trip here was a grand success and so was the Texas trip. 
As long as we all behave as we have the first two months, Mr. 
President will get through the next two years all right. .. . 
“It is rather lonesome here in this old barn without anyone. 
I am all alone—but I get a lot of work done. It is now 7 A.M. 
and I’ve been up an hour. Went to bed at 11:30 after reading 
dispatches, letters, reports, etc. The clocks have all decided it’s 
seven o'clock. One with a hoarse voice leads off. It is a little one 
which sits on my study mantel.

VERY President must have a Cabinet of his own choosing. 

_ 1 knew that several members of the Cabinet had planned to 
leave even prior to the death of Roosevelt. | knew others would 
prefer to leave now that Roosevelt was gone, because of the spe- 
cial relationship they had established with him. 

The first Cabinet member whose resignation I accepted was 
Frank C. Walker, the Postmaster General. | announced his re- 
tirement, to be effective June 30, and appointed Robert E. Han- 
negan, chairman of the Democratic National Committee, his 
successor. Walker had wanted to quit long before. As a matter 
of fact, before I was elected Vice President, Walker had asked 
me to come down to the Postmaster General’s office one day. He 
told me that President Roosevelt wanted me to be chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee and asked me if I would 
take it. 

I told Walker that I was in the United States Senate and was 
chairman of the Special Committee Investigating the National 
Defense Program, which | thought was making a contribution 
to the winning of the war. While the offer was a great compli- 
ment, [ did not feel that I could accept it. 

All of this was in preparation for Walker to resign, both as 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee and as Post- 
master General. Roosevelt had promised to let him quit and 
said he would appoint Hannegan in his place. Hannegan had 
been chairman of the St. Louis Democratic Committee, and 
when a vacancy came about in St. Louis for a Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, Bennett Clark and | discussed the idea of rec- 
ommending him to President Roosevelt. After Hannegan had 
been Collector for some time, Morgenthau selected him as Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, calling him the best Collector 
of Internal Revenue in the country. 

Therefore, when Walker insisted on retiring after President 
Roosevelt's death, I decided on Hannegan to succeed him. 


Miss Perkins asks for a rest 


N May 23 I announced three additional changes in the 

membership of the Cabinet: the resignation of Francis Bid- 
dle as Attorney General and the appointment of Tom C, Clark 
to succeed him; the resignation of Frances Perkins as Secretary 
of Labor and the appointment of Lewis B. Schwellenbach to 
succeed her; and the resignation of Claude R. Wickard as Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and the appointment of his successor, 
Clinton P. Anderson. 

Miss Perkins was among the first to come and tell me that she 
no longer wanted to stay in the Cabinet. She said that she 
needed a rest. I told her that I would be happy to have her re- 
main in the Cabinet. She was a very able administrator. I always 
thought she made a good Secretary. 

Lewis Schwellenbach was a federal judge when I asked him to 
head up the Department of Labor. A great many of the Labor 
Department functions had been absorbed during the war, and | 
was anxious to restore it to the place for which it was originally 
intended, Schwellenbach was an able lawyer and federal judge, 
a good senator, and a real, honest-to-goodness liberal. We saw 
right down the same alley on public policy. 

Francis Biddle had been a good Attorney General, and there 
was no ill feeling between us. He quit voluntarily. I do not be- 
lieve that he was as well satisfied with me as a liberal President 
as he had been with my predecessor. This was his right. | asked 
Biddle whom he would recommend to take his place, and he 
suggested Tom Clark. 

When I conferred with Clark regarding his appointment, I 
emphasized to him the need to be vigilant to maintain the rights 
of individuals under the provisions of the Bill of Rights. I asked

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States. I told them, when we met, that while they were enforce- 
ment officers of the government, it was their duty to see also 
that the rights of the citizens were protected. I emphasized this 
so much that Tom Clark thought I was “‘hipped” on the sub- 
ject—and I was. 

The appointment of a new Secretary of Agriculture became 
necessary when | appointed Claude Wickard to be head of the 
Rural Electrification Administration. He had told me he would 
like to be head of the REA and did not want to remain any 
longer as Secretary of Agriculture. | was very much surprised 
that he asked for the new office, and I gave it to him because I 
knew he was well fitted for it. 

Clinton Anderson was on the House of Representatives Select 
Committee to Investigate Food Shortages and had been instru- 
mental in the passage of a great deal of legislation in the House. 
I asked him if he would consider being Secretary of Agriculture, 
and he accepted. 

The reconstituted Cabinet resulted in an unprecedented situa- 
tion in that five members were from west of the Mississippi. 
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NEW SECRETARY OF STATE James Byrnes kisses Bible during 


the swearing-in ceremony watched by Stimson and Truman, who 
appointed Byrnes in order to make him next in line for presidency. 


Two more important changes, the fifth and sixth in the Cabi- 
net following my accession to the presidency, came about dur- 
ing the first days of July. These were the appointments of James 
F. Byrnes to succeed Edward R. Stettinius Jr. as Secretary of 
State, and the appointment of Fred M. Vinson to replace Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. as Secretary of the Treasury. 

Stettinius had submitted his resignation at the close of the 
San Francisco Conference, and | persuaded him to become the 
United States member on the Security Council of the United 
Nations. 

Secretary Morgenthau called upon me at the White House on 
July 5 to submit his resignation. His letter of resignation and my 
reply were made public later that day at a press and radio con- 
ference. The previous fall he had attended the Quebec meeting 
between Roosevelt on one side, Churchill and Mackenzie King 
on the other, and had worked on a plan to eliminate the indus- 
trial potential of Germany by making Germany strictly a pas- 
toral and agricultural community. This is what became known 
as the Morgenthau Plan. Those of us who looked into it did not 
think much of this plan. I did not like it. 

When he found out I was going to Potsdam in July, Secretary 
Morgenthau came in to ask if he could go with me. | told him 
I thought the Secretary of the Treasury was badly needed in the 
United States—much more so than in Potsdam. He replied that 
it was necessary for him to go and that if he could not, he would 
have to quit. 

‘*All right,” I replied, “‘if that is the way you feel, I'll accept 
your resignation right now.” And I did. That was the end of the 
conversation and the end of the Morgenthau Plan. 

Although Morgenthau and I were personally friendly, it would 
be difficult for me to evaluate him as Secretary of the Treasury

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because I had too few contacts with him. I always had the impres- 
sion that Mr. Roosevelt was his own Secretary of the Treasury. 

I had not been very closely associated with Vinson until after 
he became an Assistant to President Roosevelt as head of 
OWMR. I knew Vinson socially, but after | went down to the 
White House and became better acquainted with him, I became 
highly appreciative of his capacity as an administrator. | valued 
his judgment and advice very highly, and, until he was appointed 
to the Supreme Court, he was in on nearly every conference on 
every subject. 

By mid-July all that remained of the Cabinet which had 
served under President Roosevelt were four men: Secretary of 
Commerce Henry Wallace, Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes, Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal, and Secretary of 
War Henry L. Stimson. At this time my Cabinet was made up 
of men who had had government experience and most of whom 
had had political experience along with it. 

[ consider political experience absolutely necessary, because a 
man who understands politics understands free government. Our 
government is by the consent of the people, and you have to 
convince a majority of the people that what you are trying to do 
is right and in their interest. If you are not a politician, you 
cannot do it. 

I had previously outlined to the members of the Cabinet my 
views as to the position which | believed they should occupy in 
the administration of the executive branch of the government. 
[ explained that, in my opinion, the Cabinet was like a board of 
directors appointed by the President to help him carry out poli- 
cies of the government; that in many instances the Cabinet could 
be of great help to the President by offering advice, whether he 
liked it or not. 


F.D.R.—‘his own Secretary of State’ 


faite had a great deal of trouble with his Cabinet because 
some of them got it into their heads that they, and not 
the President, were the policy-makers. James K. Polk had the 
same difficulty with his Cabinet. Franklin Roosevelt never had 
any difficulty with his Cabinet for the simple reason that he 
himself, in my opinion, spent too much time doing the work 
that should have been delegated to the Cabinet. He was his own 
Secretary of State nearly all the time he was President. And 
when it came to the operation of military affairs, he was his own 
Secretary of War and Secretary of the Navy. 

| believed that the best way to obtain different views, with- 
out encouraging rivalries between individual members, was to 
have complete airings in the open at full Cabinet meetings. 
When difficulties arose among members of the Cabinet, I had 
those difficulties brought out frankly and settled. 

| would, of course, see Cabinet members individually, but 
theirs were special problems that affected only their own de- 
partments. 

| believed that when the President outlined his policies to the 
Cabinet, it was their business to carry out his directions. I ini- 
tiated that plan, and it worked reasonably well. 

A Cabinet member, when he speaks publicly, usually speaks 
on authorization of the President, in which case he speaks for 
the President. If he takes it upon himself to announce a policy 
which is contrary to the policy the President wants carried out, 
he can cause a great deal of trouble. 

There is a difference between Cabinet members and presiden- 
tial advisers. There are some special issues on which the Presi- 
dent needs detailed information from experts, and it is custom- 
ary to try to discover the man who ts best informed on these 
detailed matters. For instance, when we set up a scientific com- 
mission of any sort, it is necessary to find out the scientists 
who are best informed on the subject. The President natu- 
rally has to consult with them. Sometimes the Congress makes 
an effort to rob the President of his appointive powers. | would 
never stand for it. 

In one instance, I had interviews with a senator on that very 
subject, and [ told him that unless legislation was drawn up in 
such a manner as not to infringe in any way on the powers of

Some 790 high-spirited 
Frenchmen and Frenchwomen arrived in Len- 
ingrad aboard the Polish liner Batory on a |4- 
day pleasure cruise and tour which, for S570 
first class, included tickets for the ballet. a 
visit to the tomb of Peter the Great and a free 
look at Stalin's bedroom in the Kremlin. 

In Leningrad and Moscow, pretty Parisian 
girls charmed peasants and soldiers out of med- 
als for mementos. A young Frenchman man- 
ared a fast two-day romance with a Russian 
girl (next page), teaching her to kiss on a street 
corner the wav Russians do not (she said) and 
Frenchmen do (he said). Tourist gourmets. 
though they snubbed gray caviar at bargain 
prices, paid $1 a glass for Russian beer. Re- 
embarking with tourist loot including 50 bala- 
laikas, 80 fur hats and 800 bottles of vodka, 
the French sailed gaily home, having made a 
emall but noticeable dent in the stolid facade
